  10  ADOPTED UNDER THIS SUBTITLE IS GUILTY OF A MISDEMEANOR AND ON 
  11  CONVICTION IS SUBJECT TO A FINE NOT EXCEEDING $1,000 FOR THE FIRST OFFENSE 
  12  AND NOT EXCEEDING $10,000 FOR EACH SUBSEQUENT OFFENSE. 
 
  13   (B) EACH DAY A VIOLATION IS CONTINUED AFTER THE FIRST CONVICTION IS 
  14  A SEPARATE OFFENSE. 
 
  15   SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
